The Christchurch Anti- 
Vivisection Campaign 
had another noisy protest 
recently. This time it was 
outside the Town Hall on 
the occasion of the Can¬ 
cer Society’s annual Win- 
ter Ball which is a 
fundraiser for animal re¬ 
search. Thirty CAVC sup¬ 
porters, many with faces 
covered with scarfs or 
balaclavas, arrived at the 
Town Hall at 7.30pm and 
banged on drums, cym¬ 
bals and potlids. Town 
Hall staff came out and 
assaulted several pro¬ 
testers and stole a cym¬ 
bal. Several scuffles de¬ 
veloped and police ar¬ 


rived. They told the pro¬ 
testers to move back 
from the entrance of the 
Town Hall. As the rich 
scum who had paid $100 
to attend the ball arrived, 
chants of "scum" were 
directed at them and the 
drumming got louder. 

A lot of anti vivisection 
stickers mysteriously 
appeared inside the venue 
all over the decorations. 
At 8.30 the protest ended 
as the guests had all 
gone inside. The CAVC 
had a very successful 
fundraising event later 
that night, which was 
considerably cheaper 
than the Cancer Ball.

In Auck¬ 
land, SAFE had an infor¬ 
mation stall in Aotea 
Square. Wellington Ani¬ 
mal Action held a stall in 
Manners Mall and re¬ 
ceived some good dona¬ 
tions. Students at Wel¬ 
lington High School had 
a fundraising vegetarian 
lunch. In Christchurch 
CAVC had a colourful pro¬ 
cession through the main 
shopping area, led by two

vivisection,which was 
filmed by TVNZ news. 
On Wednesday morning 
reports came through on 
radio news that the Ani¬ 
mal Liberation Front had 
claimed that several bot¬ 
tles of Sunsilk shampoo 
had been contaminated 
with bleach. (The manu¬ 
facturers, Lever Rexona, 
were targetted last year 
on the same day as their 
parent company tests on 


animals. Last year tubes 
of AIM toothpaste were 
filled with tomato sauce 
and placed on shelves). 
Lever Rexona was forced 
to withdraw all Sunsilk 
products and check them 
all for signs of tampering. 
This cost them quite a lot 
of money.

Have a think about 
what is happening to ani¬ 
mals every day and ask 
yourself if you are doing 
enough. One thing that 
really pisses me off is the 
amount of people I have 
seen recently that used 
to be active animal 
acitivists that now can't 
be bothered, some of 
these people aren’t even 
vegan anymore. It makes 
you wonder how commit¬ 
ted to animal rights these 
people ever were. Its not 
hard, all it takes is a bit 
of motivation. 

All the groups listed 
on the back page are 
made up of two or three 
motivated people with a 
few occasional helpers.

In Christchurch 
ALF activists smashed up 
15 maimai’s and vandal¬ 
ised the largest shooting 
shop in town twice in one 
month.

Friday 27th of June 
was the second anniver¬ 
sary of the McLibel trial, 
between McDonald's and 
two unemployed vegan 
anarchists. Helen Steel 
and Dave Morris are sup- 
porters of London 
Greenpeace, an inde¬ 
pendent collective which 
produced a leaflet listing 
all the things wrong with 
McDonald’s including fac¬ 
tory farming and abuse of 
animals, environmental 
destruction, poor treat¬ 
ment of workers, advertis¬ 
ing etc. McDonald's sued 
Helen and Dave and since 
June 1994 they have been 
fighting top lawyers in the 
London High Court. 

Although Helen and 
Dave have no lawyers and 
almost no money they 
have managed to force 
McDonald's to admit to a 
lot of embarrassing facts, 
including the destruction 
of rainforests in Central 
America during the sev¬ 
enties and eighties. 

Since the trial began, 
campaigns against 
Mcdonald's have in¬ 
creased in many coun¬ 
tries around the world, 
including here in 
Aotearoa. 


Over the last two 
years there have been 
protests at McDonald's 
outlets around the coun¬ 
try and news of the trial 
has been featured in 
many newspapers as well 
as Soil and Health maga¬ 
zine, Safeguard and oth¬ 
ers. 

On Saturday June 
15th, a bunch of vegetar¬ 
ians and vegans, includ¬ 
ing members of Welling¬ 
ton Animal Action, 
McLibel Support Cam¬ 
paign and Wellington An¬ 
archists, held a vegan pic¬ 
nic in Manners Mall, suc¬ 
cessfully stealing cus¬ 
tomers from McDonald's, 
KFC and Georgie Pie. 
Heaps of yummy vegan 
stuff was given away and 
lots of people got info 
about animal rights, 
healthy eating and anti 
junkfood campaigning. 

On Friday 27th activ¬ 
ists from the Dunedin En¬ 
vironment Centre held a 
protest outside a city 
McDonald's featuring a 
vegan birthday cake to 
commemorate two years 
of the McLibel trial.

Activist occupies lab 
roof for three days 


On April 24th this year, 
(World Day for Lab Ani¬ 
mals), Josh Trenter 
climbed up the wall of a 
vivisection laboratory at 
Berkeley University in 
California and set up 
camp on a ledge on the 
third floor. He put up a 
banner and then an¬ 
nounced that he was not 
coming down until his 
demands were met. This 
included the stopping of 
all animal experiments at 


Berkeley and the sacking 
of one vivisector who 
does brain experiments 
on monkeys. Josh had 
enough food for three 
days and communicated 
with supporters on the 
ground by radio. After 
three days on the ledge 
he came down and was 
arrested. He is refusing to 
pay any fines and says 
he will go to jail rather 
than cooperate with the 
courts. 




Norway loses another 
whaling ship? 


Animal Liberation Front 
around the world 


On the evening of 
May 3, 1996, anti whal¬ 
ing activists removed the 
intake valve of the Norwe¬ 
gian whaling ship Elin- 
Toril, flooding the engine 
room and causing exten¬ 
sive mechanical and elec¬ 
trical damage. Unfortu¬ 
nately the ships captain 
discovered the flooded 
engine room and pre- 


About 200 activists 
from the Karnataka State 
Farmers Association are 
still in police custody in 
connection with the ran¬ 
sacking of a KFC outlet 
in Bangalore, India earlier 
this year. Also under ar¬ 
rest is Professor MD 
Nanjundawamy who is 
leader of the farmers 
group. He was not 
present at the attack but 
has taken moral respon¬ 
sibility for it. Indian farm- 


vented the ship from sink¬ 
ing. In 1992, Sea Shep¬ 
herd activists sunk the 
Nybraena and in 1994 
scuttled the Senet. 
Flooding the engine room 
is considered to be as 
effective as actually sink¬ 
ing the vessel as the en¬ 
gines and electrical sys¬ 
tems have to be com¬ 
pletely overhauled. 


ers have held several pro¬ 
tests demanding he and 
the other 200 activists be 
freed. The persecution of 
the activists is an exam¬ 
ple of the growing power 
of transnational corpora¬ 
tions. KFC also per¬ 
suaded the Indian govern¬ 
ment to change its health 
regulations so that KFC 
"food" could be sold in 
India (their products con¬ 
tain more MSG than was 
allowed under law). 


Europe 

In Umea, Sweden, an 
egg factory was burnt 
down by animal libbers 
on April 7th. On the 14th, 
a group called Anti Capi¬ 
talist Action burnt down 
a Shell petrol station in 
Umea. On May 7th in 
Gothenburg a meat truck 
was burnt out by "Militant 
Vegans". 

In Germany recently 
almost $10 million of dam¬ 
age was done in an arson 
attack by Animal 
Liberationists on a huge 
intensive chicken farm 
being built nearGehrde. 

ALF activists have also 
been active in Slovakia, 
Norway and as always in 
Finland. 

England 

In England major ALF 
actions are never re¬ 
ported in the media as 
police say it encourages 
more attacks, but still 
actions continue every 
night. On June 23 two 
livestock trucks, one barn 
and a car belonging to a 
transport firm in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire were all 
firebombed by the ALF. 
Unfortunately the owner 
managed to save one of 
his trucks. On the same 
night two trucks parked in 
the yard of a slaughter¬ 
house in Gloucestershire 
were firebombed. Last 
month 100 masked activ¬ 
ists trashed a vivisectors 
house on a Saturday af¬ 
ternoon while the vivisec¬ 
tor was sitting in his back 
yard. Its things like that 
that make me want to 
move to England! 


ALF-USA 

On June 7th, ALF ac¬ 
tivists broke in to the 
Furbreeders Agricultural 
Co-op in Sandy, Utah, 
and liberated between 50 
and 75 mink. 

Also in June, ALF ac¬ 
tivists in Chesapeake, 
Virginia attacked a meat 
processing factory doing 
$60,000 damage to elec¬ 
trical lines, refridgeration 
equipment and painting 
grafitti. The factory had 
been attacked by ALF six 
times in the last twelve 
months. 

South 

Africa 

An animal lib group 
calling itself "Spear of the 
Tiger" visited a big game 
trophy hunting park in 
South Africa on April 20th 
this year, cutting down 
fences and releasing hun¬ 
dreds of wild animals in¬ 
cluding leopards, lions 
and springboks who oth¬ 
erwise would have been 
shot in the park by trophy 
hunters. Spear of the Ti¬ 
ger promises to take 
more action to save the 
lives of wild animals.

On Wednesday the South Island Ani¬ 
mal liberation Front claimed its activists 
had contaminated several bottles of Sun¬ 
silk shampoo with bleach and returned 
them to store supermarket in Christ¬ 
church. 

In response the company removed the 
product from shelves.

By Craig Page 
Animal rights activists are 
believed to be responsible 
for graffiti attacks on at 
least four Dunedin stores 
on Tuesday night. 

Senior Sergeant Phil 
McDouall said the word 
“Murderers” was spray- 
painted in blue across win¬ 
dows and frontages of four 
central city stores. 

McDonalds and Murray 
Collies Butchery in George 
St, Bezetts Quality Meats in 
Princess St and Barbecue 
Bills in St Andrew St were 
targeted by the vandals. 

It was the second time 
Bezetts has been struck by 
graffiti in just over a 
month. Manager Bruce 
McSkimming said he had 
had enough. 

In the latest incident 
“Murderer” was painted on 
the back and front doors of 
the butchery as well as pil¬ 
lars at the front of the 
building. 

Mr McSkimming 

believes activists may have 
also been responsible for 
tampering with the butch¬ 
ery’s door on three occa¬ 
sions in the last few 
months.

Activists intent on saving ducks will spend up to 
six hours tomorrow annoying shooters at Lake Wai- 
rarapa. 

Wellington Animal Action spokeswoman Kather : 
ine Stokes said the group of 10 to 15 protesters will 
sing, make lots of noise and be “really obvious” to 
disrupt the hunters’ cruel “bloodsport”. 

And, hunters are delighted at the prospect. 

Executive Officer for the New Zealand Fish and 
Game Council Brad Parkes said on a previous outing 
protesters had made so much noise it kept the ducks 
in the air and hunters had a field day. 

Mr Parkes said duck shooting was no different to 
sheep farming and the protesters should target freez¬ 
ing works. 

Another group already is. 

The Animal Liberation Front smashed windows 
and painted slogans at A E Preston’s butchery in 
Hopper St, Wellington, on Monday. They also hit 
Charcoal Chicken in Upper Cuba St with graffiti. 

In a statement sent to The Evening Post the 
group claimed the two businesses were based on “fac¬ 
tory farming and the murder of innocent animals”. 
Their campaign was one of “property damage in or¬ 
der to make mass murder of animals as unprofitable 
as possible”. 

Scott Preston said the shop’s security system did 
not get a clear picture of the offenders but if they 
struck again it was likely it would. 

A spokesman for Charcoal Chicken said it was 
offering a $500 reward for information.

Claim of spiked shampoo 
prompts product pullout 


HUNDREDS of thousands of 
Sunsilk hair products were re¬ 
called yesterday after animal 
rights activists said they had 
spiked them with bleach and red 
dye. 

Lever Rexona national mana¬ 
ger Murray Papps said this was a 
case of misguided people, who 
wanting to protect animals, en¬ 
dangering humans. 

Sunsilk shampoos, condition¬ 
ers and hair sprays were recalled 
from supermarket shelves yester¬ 
day for inspection but none 
checked so far had been tam¬ 
pered with. “Consumer safety is 
our top priority," Mr Papps said. 

He said the company wanted 
to talk to the group to clear up 
misconceptions, but was frustrat¬ 
ed because the members of the 
group remained anonymous. 

Though the company had no 
proof the products had been con¬ 
taminated, and the claims might 
be a hoax or publicity stunt, it 
had to take them seriously. “We 


are extremely concerned that 
anyone should make such a 
claim," he said. 

The Animal Liberation Front 
made the claims in Christchurch 
and Auckland. Yesterday was 
Universal Animal Rights Day. 

In Christchurch, the group 
claimed to have put bleach in the 
products, and in Auckland it said 
it used red food colouring. Both 
claims were being investigated by 
police. The products are now be¬ 
ing held in quarantine in ware¬ 
houses for inspection by the 
firm’s technical advisers. 

Mr Papps said the firm might 
have been targeted because its 
parent company Unilever, like 
other companies in Bntain and 
the United States, carried out lim¬ 
ited testing on animals such* as 
rabbits, mice and rats. 

Unilever was committed to the 
complete eradication of animal 
testing as soon as it was satis¬ 
fied it was scientifically possible 
without prejudicing human safety.

Animal activists arrested 
by armed police in Chch 


On July 1st in the 
Christchurch District 
Court, Ben Griffiths and 
Mark Eden pleaded guilty 
to intentional damage to 
Gun City and The Com¬ 
plete Angler, two 
bloodsport shops in 
Christchurch. On 11th 
June the building had 
been painted with ALF 
and anti hunting slogans, 
locks were filled with 
superglue, and two front 
windows were broken. 
Soon after, the two were 
arrested at gun point by 
Christchurch police.They 
were charged with wilful 
damage and possession 
of offensive weapons 
(slingshots). Police 


agreed to drop the more 
serious weapons 
charges if they pleaded 
guilty to the damage. 
Judge Eric Anderson or¬ 
dered them to pay repa¬ 
rations of $955 each and 
do 100 hours community 
service each.
